Now. through lack of 
time the teacher can not teach all 
he knows to his pupils, therefore, 
he must be able to select from the 
great mass of constructive prob- 
lems such as are the best to use 
in arranging a course of exercises 
which shall be coherent, logical, 
and which shall produce the de- 
sired mental effect. The powers 
of the mind are to be stimulated, 
cultivated, developed,' strength- 
ened. Mental power is the cen- 
ter of the target toward which the 
true teacher aims in every study 
included in the school curriculum. 

Another essential qualification 
ol the teacher is familiarity with 
the methods of teaching. The 
methods of teaching are two in 
number and may be classed as 
method of culture or the way to 
develop mind, and method of 
instruction, or the wj.y to put 
knowledge into the mind.
